The  following  secilon  Is  added  to 
Part  6: 

14.750  Functions  relating  to  roads 
and  highways  on  Indian  lands.  The 
Commissioner  may  act  in  relation  to  the 
following  classes  of  matters  without  ob¬ 
taining  Secretarial  approval  : 

<a>  The  establishment  and  adminis¬ 
tration  of  a  program  of  construction  of 
acceas  roads  to  the  stands  of  commercial 
timber  on  Indian  lands,  as  authorised 
by  the  Veterans'  Emergency  Housing 
Act  of  1*44  <60  Stat.  267) .  In  exercising 
this  authority  tha  Commissioner  shall 
observe  the  applicable  provisions  of  25 
CFR.  Part  261.  save  where  thoae  provi¬ 
sions  may  be  Inconsistent  with  the  fol¬ 
lowing  requirements : 

<1>  All  funds  provided  for  Ihc  access 
roads  program  by  the  Reconstruction 
Finance  Corporation  at  the  direction  of 
the  Housing  Expediter- Administrator 
are  available  for  expenditure  subject  to 
the  provisions  of  paragraph  tc>  of  sec¬ 
tion  II  of  the  Veterans'  Emergency 
Housing  Act  of  1*46. 

(2)  Contracts  for  services,  equipment 
and  supplies  required  In  connection  with 
the  road  construction  program  may  be 
made  without  advertisement  for  com¬ 
petitive  bidding. 

(3)  Semi-monthly  progress  reports 
shell  be  transmitted  to  the  Housing  Ex¬ 
pediter-Administrator  for  each  con¬ 
struction  project  the  estimated  coat  of 
which  exceeds  $35,000.  These  reporta 
must  stale  the  length  of  the  project  be¬ 
ing  constructed,  the  date  construction 
was  a uth ortied.  the  date  construction 
was  started,  tha  estimated  cost,  the 
amount  of  funds  expended  as  ol  the 
date  of  the  report,  and  the  percentage 
of  completion  at  tha  date  of  the  report. 
After  such  projects  are  completed,  quar¬ 
terly  reports  showing  the  amount  of 
Umber  hauled  over  each  road  shall  be 
transmuted  to  the  Housing  Expediter- 
Administrator.

I  5.2  Areas  administered  by  Othir  of 
Indian  Affairs.  «a>  Anyone  takinv  pic¬ 
tures  of  Indians,  their  home*,  plazas, 
klvas.  churches,  etc..  U  expected  m  ub- 
serve  the  ordinary  courtesy  of  obtaining 
proper  permission  from  the  persons  in¬ 
volved.  Some  Indian  groups  prohibit  the 
taking  of  pictures  of  ceremonies  and 
sacred  shrines.  Others  do  not  Permis- 
slon  to  take  such  pictures  must  be  ob¬ 
tained  beforehand  from  the  proper 
official  of  the  community. 

<b>  Before  any  picture  Is  made  for 
commercial  purposes  on  lands  under  ihe 
Jurisdiction  of  the  Office  of  Indian  Af¬ 
fairs.  permission  must  be  first  obtained 
from  the  appropriate  tribal  ofl!cer$. 
Limitations  which  they  may  Impose  must 
ba  scrupulously  regarded. 

<e>  Any  schedules  of  wages  or  salaries 
to  be  paid  to  any  Indians  who  may  be 
employed  by  the  permittee  must  be  ap¬ 
proved  by  the  Superintendent  or  other 
official  In  charge  of  the  area  or  areas 
involved. 

1 64  Other  areas.  With  respect  to 
any  area  under  the  Jurisdiction  of  the 
Bureau  of  Reclamation,  the  Fish  and 
Wildlife  Service,  the  Bureau  of  Land 
Management,  or  the  National  Park  Serv¬ 
ice.  no  such  picture  may  be  filmed  unless 
written  permission  Is  first  obtained  from 
the  field  official  designated  for  that  pur- 
pose  by  Uw  head  of  such  agency.
